Placed  on  file,  and  the  recommenda' 
tion   adopted. 

REPORTS  OP  THE  TRIAL  BOARD. 

A  report  was  received  from  the 
Trial  Board,  under  date  of  March  26, 
1921,  to  -whom  was  referred  at  the 
meeting  of  March  21,  1921  (see  p.  27) 
a  communication  from  the  School- 
house  Custodian  preferring  charges 
against  Joseph  J.  Sheehan,  janitor  of 
the  Longfellow  school-house,  for  fail- 
ure properly  to  perform  his  work  and 
for  insolence. 

The  Trial  Board  held  a  hearing  in 
the  matter  and  it  appears  from  the 
evidence  presented  that  the  janitor 
has  failed  properly  to  respond  to  the 
criticisms  of  the  Schoolhouse  Custo- 
dian on  several  occasions,  and  on 
one  occasion  was  guilty  of  insolence, 
for  which  insolence  he  apologized  to 
the  Schoolhouse  Custodian  at  the 
hearing. 

FINDING — That  the  janitor  is 
guilty  as  charged. 

RECOMMENDATION  —  That  the 
janitor  be  fined  the  sum  of  $5,  and 
that  he  be  declared  ineligible  for  pro- 
motion for  a  period  of  one  year. 

Placed  on  file,  and  the  recommenda- 
tion adopted. 

A  communication  was  received  from 
the  Trial  Board,  under  date  of  March 
26,  1921,  to  whom  was  referred  at  the 
meeting  of  March  7,  1921  (see  p.  21> 
a  report  from  the  Schoolhouse  Custo- 
dian that  the  morning-  session  of  the 
Margaret  Puller  School  was  sus- 
pended on  Monday,  February  28,  1921, 
because  of  lack  of  heat. 

The  Trial  Board  held  a  hearing  in 
the  matter  which  was  attended  by 
the  janitor  concerned,  Prancis  D.  Mc- 
Donough,  by  the  Schoolhouse  Custo- 
dian, and  by  the  master  of  the  dis- 
trict. 

The  Trial  Board  reports  that  this 
is  a  case  very  simple  and  free  from 
complexity,  with  which  it  is  not  un- 
familiar, and  briefly  stated  is  as  fol- 
lows: 

A  Monday  morning;  insufficient 
heat;  school  dismissed;  janitor  unable 
to  throw  any  particular  light  on  the 
matter,  claiming  to  have  done  every- 
thing that  he  should  have  done; 
second  offence.  This  is  the  kind  of 
case  in  which  the  Trial  Board  is  not 


inclined  to  take  a  sympathetic  atti- 
tude. It  regards  the  closing  of  a 
school  for  any  reason  a  serious  mat- 
ter, involving,  as  it  does,  great  loss 
to  the  pupils  concerned.  It  believes 
that  when  accidents  occur  to  heating 
and  ventilating  apparatus,  or  such 
apparatus  fails  to  function  properly, 
the  burden  of  proof  rests  upon  the 
janitor  to  present  sufficient  reason 
for  such  failure,  and  to  show  that  he 
is  not  responsible  therefor,  rather 
than  for  the  Trial  Board  to  endeavor 
to  discover  some  excuse  for  the  jani- 
tor. In  other  words,  the  Trial  Board 
is  not  inclined  to  accept  as  satis- 
factory statements  that  heating  and 
ventilating  apparatus  has  failed  to 
produce  adequate  results  for  reasons 
which  cannot  be  clearly  and  definitely 
established  by  the  janitor  in  charge. 

FINDING — That  the  janitor  failed 
to  operate  the  heating  apparatus  of 
this  school  on  the  morning  of  the  day 
in   (juestion   in   a  satisfactory  manner. 

RECOMMENDATION  —  That  the 
janitor  be  fined  five  days'  pay, 
amounting  to  $18.29,  to  be  deducted 
from  his  weekly  compensation  at  the 
discretion  of  the  Business  Agent  at  a 
]-ate  not  exceeding  $3  per  week. 

Placed  on  file,  and  the  recom- 
mendation adopted.

'  REPORT   OF  TRIAL    BOARD 

A  cominunication  was  received  from 
the  Tri.il  Board,  under  date  ot  May 
12,  1921.  stating  that  at  the  meeting  of 
the  Board  on  Apr.  IS,  1921,  there  was 
referred  to  the  Trial  Board  a  report 
from  the  Schoolhouse  Custodian  of 
dama.gt-  to  the  boiler  in  the  Xorth 
Harvard  Street  School-house,  Brigh- 
ton, which  necessitated  the  dismissal 
of  school  on  Apr.  7,  1921.  The  Trial 
Board  gave  a  hearing  in  the  matter 
on  Ma\-  o,  1921,  which  was  aitei.dod  by 
the  janitor  concerned.  Charle.-;  -Mc- 
Laughlin, and  the  Schoolhouse  Cus- 
todian. A  second  hearing  wy.=  held 
on  Maj-  '1,  1921.  which  was  also  at- 
tended by  the  janitor,  the  School- 
house  Custodian,  a  representative  of 
the  Schoolhouse  Department,  Cnarles 
F.  Merrick,  Master  of  *he  district,  and 
the  three  teachers  serving  in  the 
Noith    H.4rvard    Street    School. 

It  appears  that  Mr.  McLaughlin,  the 
janitor,  is  in  charge  of  two  bujldin.gs 
—the  North  Harvard  Street  j?f  hool- 
iiouse,  a  four-room  building,  a;  d  the 
Wafhington  All.'^ton  School-house, 
which  is  a  large  elementaiy  school 
Iniildin.g.  He  employs  an  assistant. 
wV'O  devotes  most  of  his  attention  to 
the   Xorth   Harvard   SM-eet  Building. 
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Tuesday,  April  5,  was  an  unusually 
warm  day  and  the  assistant  to  the 
janitor  had  a  brisk  lire  which  made 
the  building  uncomfortably  warm,  so 
that  in  the  course  of  the  morning  the 
teachers  turned  off  the  radiators  in 
their  respective  rooms.  In  one  of  the 
rooms  only  one  valve  of  a  radiator 
was  closed,  either  because  the  teacher 
forgot  to  turn  off  both  valves  or  else 
the  valve  was  so  stiff  that  she  thought 
it  was  entirely  closed,  whereas  it  was 
really  partially  opened.  As  a  result 
the  water  left  the  boiler,  accumulat- 
ing in  various  radiators  throughout 
the  building,  a  fusible  plug  blew  out, 
and  several  sections  of  the  boiler 
were  cracked,  causing  damage  which 
cost  approximately  $3.35  to  repair. 

The  weather  was  so  warm  that  it 
was  not  necessary  to  dismiss  the 
school  except  on  the  second  day  fol- 
lowing the  accident. 

Who  was  responsible  for  this  dam- 
age? • 

At  the  second  hearing  Mr.  Merrick. 
Master  of  the  district,  stated  that  he 
had  instructed  the  teachers  to  shut 
off  the  radiators  in  their  respective 
rooms  when  they  found  it  desirable 
to  do  so  to  lower  the  temperature, 
but  had  explained  to  them  carefully 
that  both  valves  to  each  radiator 
should  be  closed  or  opened,  as  the 
case  might  be.  The  teachers  con- 
cerned severally  stated  that  they  had 
been  so  instructed  and  clearly  under- 
stood that  both  valves  must  be  opened 
or  closed,  and  that  they  were  careful 
to  act  accordingly.  The  teacher  hav- 
ing charge  of  the  room  in  which  was 
located  the  radiator  which  caused  the 
damage  stated  that  she  always  opened 
or  closed  both  valves  and  was  reason- 
ably sure  that  she  did  so  on  the  day 
in  question,  although  she  had  no  defi- 
nite and  specific  recollection  as  to 
what  she  did  on  that  particular  day. 
It  is,  of  course,  possible  that  she 
forgot  to  close  one  valve,  and  on  the 
other  hand  it  is  equally  possible  that 
the  valve  was  so  stiff  that  she  thought 
she  had  closed  it,  whereas  it  was 
really  left  partly  open. 

Mr.  Merrick  admitted  that  he  knew 
that  the  instructions  given  by  him 
to  the  teachers  were  in  direct  violation 
of  the  regulations  bearing  on  the 
subject,  with  which  he  was  fully  ac- 
quainted, and  assumed  full  respon- 
Siibility  for  the  giving  of  such  in- 
structions. 

Mr.  McLaughlin,  the  janitor,  knew 
of  the  instructions  which  Mr.  Mer- 
rick had  given:  knew  also  that  they 
were  in  violation  of  the  regulations, 
but  had  not  made  any  protest  or 
objection  thereto.  The  teachers  acted 
under  the  direct  and  positive  instruc- 
tions of  the  master. 

Some  question  arose  as  to  the  com- 
petency of  the  assistant  employed 
by  the  janitor.  One  member  of  the 
Trial  Board  is  of  the  opinion  that  he 
showed  incompetency  in  the  manage- 
ment of  the  apparatus  on  a  warm 
day.  The  other  members  of  the 
Trial  Board  are  of  the  opinion  that 
at  most  the  assistant  erred  in  judg- 
ment in  carrying  too  heavy  a  fire  on 
a  warm  day,  and  failed  to  appreciate 
at  the  time  he  started  the  fire  early 
in  the  morning  that  the  day  would 
prove  to  be  as  warm  as  it  actually 
was. 

The  Schoolhouse  Custodian  stated 
that  he  had  for  some  time  been  of 
the  opinion  that  it  was  inadvisable  to 
have  Mr.  McLaughlin  continue  in 
charge  of  both  the  North  Harvard 
Street  and  the  Washington  Allston 
S'chool-houses,    and    proposed    to    ar- 


range for  his  giving  up  the  care  of 
one  of  these  buildings. 

FINDING — That  the  accident  was 
due  primarily  to  instructions  given 
by  Charles  F.  Merrick,  master  of  the 
district,  in  violation  of  the  regula- 
tions, and  the  failure  of  the  janitor 
to  see  that  the  regulations  governing 
the  operation  of  the  heating  appara- 
tus were  strictly  observed,  notwith- 
standing the  instructions  of  the  mas- 
ter to  the  contrary. 

RECOMMENDATIONS — The  Trial 
Board  unanimously  recommends  that 
in  view  of  the  long  and  faithful  serv- 
ice of  Mr.  McLaughlin,  who  has  been 
employed  as  a  school-house  janitor 
for  almost  forty-two  years,  and  the 
instructions  given  by  the  master  of 
the  district,  no  penalty  be  imposed 
upon    him. 

A.  One  member  of  the  Trial  Board 
recommends  that  Mr.  McLaughlin  be 
relieved  of  the  care  of  one  of  the 
two  buildings  now  under  his  charge 
at   once. 

B.  Another  member  of  the  Trial 
Board  recommends  that  Mr.  Mc- 
Laughlin be  relieved  of  the  care  of 
one  ot  the  two  buildings  under  his 
charge  not  later  than  Sept.  1,  1921. 

The  third  member  of  the  Trial 
Board  calls  attention  1o  the  fact  that 
iio  testimony  was  offered  at  the  hear- 
ings to  indicate  that  he  has  not  been 
doing  the  work  in  both  of  these  build- 
ings in  a  satisfactory  manner,  except 
on  the  particular  day  on  which  the 
accident  occurred  and  that  the  re- 
sponsibility for  the  accident  rests  very 
largely  upon  the  master  of  thg  dis- 
trict. -  He  also  desires  to  poinc  out 
that  the  statement  of  the  Schoolhouse 
Custodian  that  he  proposes  to  recom- 
mend that  Mr.  McLaughlin  be  relieved 
of  the  care  of  one  of  these  buildings 
wa.^  not  made  in  Mr.  McLaughlin's 
presence,  who  was  given  no  opportu- 
nity to  be  heard  on  the  question,  and 
it  should  therefore  be  given  no 
weight  by  the  Trial  Board  as  having 
any  bearing  on  the  case;  furthermore, 
he  is  of  the  opinion  that  if  the  School- 
house  Custodian  desires  to  recom- 
mend such  actior.  he  should  do  so  di- 
rectly to  the  Board  on  his  own  re- 
sponsibility. 

The  Trial  Board  does  not  consider 
that  it  comes  within  the  scope  of  its 
duty  to  make  any  recommendation 
with  regard  to  the  master  of  the  dis- 
trict and  confines  itself  to  reporting 
the  facts,  so  far  as  he  is  concerned, 
to  the  Board  for  such  action  as  it 
may  clioose  to  take. 

The  Trial  Board  does  not  believe 
that  in  the  circumstances  any  lespon- 
sibility  attaches  to  the  teachers  in 
the  North  Harvard  Street  .^'chool- 
house. 

The  report  was  accepted,  and  the 
recommendations  contained  therein 
were  adopted  with  the  exception  of 
the  recommendations  designated  "A" 
and   "B'",  which  were  not  adopted. 


BOY  SCOUT  MEETING  IN  BLACK-

A  communication  w-as  received  from 
the  Salary  Board,  under  date  of  June 
1,  1921,  transmitting  a  plan  for  the  es- 
tablishment of  salaries  of  the  em- 
ployees in  the  administrative  offices 
and  in  the  supply  room  of  the  Boai-d, 
the  classifj-ing  of  the  employees  into 
groups  in  accordance  with  that  plan, 
and  an  order  establishing  the  salaries 
of  such  employees  for  the  year  be- 
ginning Jan.  1,  1921,  all  prepared  in 
compliance  with  the  instructions  or 
the  Board. 

Appended  thereto  were  the  follow- 
ing plan  and  order: 

Plan  for  the  Establishment  of  the 
Salaries  of  the  Em.ployees  in  ttie 
Administrative  Offices  and  the  Sup- 
ply Room  of  the  School  Comm.ittee. 

CLASSIPIC.A-TION: 

Section  1.  1.  Employees  in  the  ad- 
ministrative offices  and  supply  room 
of  the  School  Committee  shall  be 
classified  as  follows: 

2.  Group  1.  Those  acting  priinarily 
in   an  executive  capacity. 

3.  Group  2.  Those  acting  in  a  secre- 
tarial capacity  or  occupying  popitions 
of  particular  responsibility. 

4.  Group  3.  Other  clerical  assist- 
ants. 


5.  Group  1.  Employees  not  other- 
wl.se  classified. 

6.  Employees  now  In  the  service 
shall  be  placed  in  groups  by  the  Board 
upon  recommendation  by  the  Salary 
lioard. 

7.  All  new  appointments  shull  be 
made  either  to  Group  1  or  to  Group  4. 

8.  Promotions  from  one  group  to 
another  shall  be  made  only  by  .he 
Board  upon  recommendation  by  the 
Salary  Board. 

SALARIES : 

Section  2.  1.  The  salaries  of  em- 
ployees in  Group  1  shall  be  annually 
established  by  the  Board  as  of  Janu- 
ary 1  after  recommendation  by  the 
Salary   Board. 

2.  The  salaries  of  employees  In 
Group  2  are  established  at  a  minimum 
of  $28  per  week  and  a  maximum  of  J32 
per  week. 

3.  The  salaries  of  employees  In 
Group  3  are  established  at  a  minimum 
of  .?20  per  week  and  a  maximum  of  |26 
per  week. 

4.  The  salaries  of  employees  In 
Group  4  shall  be  annually  established 
as  of  January  1  by  the  Board  after 
recommendation  by  the  Salary  Board. 

5.  The  salaries  of  persons  appointed 
to  groups  for  which  a  minimum  and  a 
maximum  salary  are  established  shall 
begin  on  the  minimum  salary  of  their 
respective  groups  and  may  be  ad- 
vanced thereafter  annually  as  of  Jan- 
uary 1  at  such  rates  as  the  Board  mav 
determine  upon  recommendation  of 
the  Salary  Board,  but  not  exceeding 
the  maximum  salary  of  the  respective 
groups;  provided,  that  persons  who 
enter  the  service  by  transfer  from 
other  municipal  or  State  departments 
may  be  placed  upon  an  advanced  sal- 
ary not  exceeding  the  maximum  sal- 
ary of  their  respective  groups  by  the 
Board  upon  recommendation  of  the 
Salary  Board. 

Section  3.  1.  The  adoption  of  this 
plan  shall  not  operate  to  reduce  the 
salary  of  any  person  classified  there- 
under and  now  in  the  service  of  the 
Board.

To  the  School  Committee: 

In  comphance  with  paragraph  2  of 
section  99  of  the  Rules,  I  submit  here- 
with the  estimates  and  itemized  ap- 
propriation   order    to    cover    the    ex- 


penses of  the  public  schools  for  the 
financial  year  February  1,  1921,  to  Jan- 
uary 31,   1922,   both  included. 

These  estimates  show  the  cost  of 
maintenance  of  the  public  schools  on 
the  basis  existing  December  1,  1920, 
and  the  costs  of  any  provisions  for 
growth  or  expansion  of  any  kind  are 
set  forth  separately. 

The  cost  of  increasing  the  salaries 
of  teachers,  members  of  the  supervis- 
ing staff,  janitors,  attendance  olficers, 
£i)-i(l  other  emplo.yees  has  been  esti- 
mated and  is  shown  separately. 

The  average  valuation  of  the  city 
for  the  three  years  1918,  1919  and  1920, 
with  all  abatements  allowed  up  to  De- 
cember 31,  1920,  as  certified  to  His 
Honor  the  Mayor  by  the  Board  of 
Assessors,  is  $1,526,365,954.67.  This  is 
the  sum  upon  which  all  appropiiations 
by  the  City  Council  and  the  School 
Committee  for  the  financial  year  1921- 
22  are  based. 

The  School  Committee  is  authorized 
by  law  to  appropriate  the  following 
sums : 

(a)  Six  dollars  and  thirty  cents  upon 
each  one  thousand  dollai'S  of  the  v.al- 
iiation  of  the  city  for  general  school 
purposes.

(d)  Each  teacher  designated  as 
co-ordinator  in  cooperative  indus- 
trial or  agricultural  courses  shall 
be  credited  with  four  pupil   hours 


of    "C"    work   for   each   pupil   pur- 
suing  such   courses.

30,  1920.  The  Normal  School  showed 
an  increase  of  45  pupils;  high  and 
Latin  2,836  pupils;  in  the  ninth  grade 
intermediate  schools  there  is  an  in- 
crease of  240  pupils;  in  grades  one  to 
eight  there  is  an  increase  of  2,353 
pupils;  in  the  special  schools  there  is 
an  increase  of  407  pupils;  and  in  the 
kindergartens  an  increase  of  504 
pupils.  Were  the  figures  for  the  ninth 
grade  intermediate  schools  included  in 
the  membership  of  the  day  high 
schools,  these  schools  would  show  a 
total  increase  of  3,076  pupils. 

In  the  Continuation  School  the  mem- 
bership on  Sept.  30,  1921,  was  745  less 
than  on  Sept.  30,  1920.  On  Sept.  30, 
1921,  it  was  4264,  against  5009  for  Sept. 
30,   1920.

Oct.    24,    1921. 

A  special  meeting  of  tlie  School  Com- 
mittee of  the  City  of  Boston  was  held 
in  the  School  Committee  Building,  Ma- 
son Street,  at  5.20  o'clock  P.  M.,  the 
Chairman   presiding. 

Present:  Dr.  Bogan,  Miss  Curtis, 
Messrs.    Lane,    O'Connor   and   Scannell. 

The  following  preamble  and  resolu- 
tion to  the  memory  of  the  late  Super- 
intendent of  Public  Schools,  Prank  V. 
Thompson,  were  presented: 

WHEREAS.  For  the  second  time  in 
the  history  of  Boston,  the  Superin- 
tendent of  Public  Schools  has  died  in 
office,  and  an  educational  career,  rapid 
and  brilliant  in  past  performance  and 
filled  with  promise  of  future  high 
achievement,  has  been  brought  to  an 
abrupt  and  melancholy  close,  it  is  fit- 
tina  that  this  Board  express  its  appre- 
ciation of  the  loss  that  the  public 
school  system  of  Boston  has  sustained 
m  the  death  of  Superintendent  Thomp- 
son. 

Frank  Victor  Thompson  was  born  at 
Batesville,  Arkansas,  July  28,  1874,  a 
descendant  of  an  old  Massachusetts 
family,  the  Thompsons  of  Plymouth 
colony.  His       grandfather,       Abner 

Bourne  Thompson  of  Brunswick,  Me., 
wa-  a  lieutenant-colonel  in  the  Mexi- 
can war,  and  his  father,  Edward  Will- 
iams Thompson,  was  a  graduate  of 
Bowdoin  College  and  served  as  a  cap- 
tain in  the  civil  war.  Superintendent 
Thompson  himself  had  a  military 
record,  having  been  a  sergeant  In  H 
company,  1st  New  Hampshire  volun- 
teers, in  the  Spanish  American  war. 

His  early  education  was  obtained  in 
the  public  schools  of  Portland,  .Me., 
and  at  Westbrook  Seminary.  He  at- 
tended St.  Joseph's  High  School  and 
St.  Anselm's  College,  both  at  Manches- 
ter N.  H.,  being  tgraduated  from  the 
latter  in  189.5.  He  received  his  degree 
of  master  of  arts  at  Harvard  graduate 
school,  and  of  doctor  of  philosophy 
from    St.   Anselm's. 

He  was  principal  of  the  North  Wal- 
pole,  N.  H.,  grammar  school  from  1895 
to  1897,  and  instructor  in  college 
mathematics  in  the  Lawrence  High 
School  in  1897  and  1898.  For  the 
period  1898-1901  he  was  master  of  the 
Wetherbee  Grammar  School  in  Law- 
rence. 

He  became  a  sub-master  in  the 
Chapman  Grammar  School  in  East 
Boston,  Mar.  1,  1901  ;  was  appointed 
iunior  master  in  the  South  Boston  High  ' 
School,  Sept.  11,  1901  ;  head  master  of 
the  High  School  of  Commerce.  Apr.  9, 
1906;  was  elected  assistant  superin- 
tendent, Sept.  1,  1910  :  and  as  super- 
intendent of  schools,  Sept.  1.  1918,  for 
the  term  ending  August  .31,  1924. 


Tliuiii|j.si)ii  l)r(jught  lo  llio  im.'.^i- 
tioi  of  Superintendent  an  Intimate  ac- 
oualntance  with  the  BoHton  .school  sy.s- 
tem  and  ripened  educational  expi-rl- 
ence.  enthusia.sm  and  zealou.s  and 
vvliole-hearted  devotion  t(i  tiie  duties 
of  hi.s  high  ufflce.  His  comprelieii«lv<! 
grasp  upon  every  problem  that  caim; 
before  iiiin  was  remarkable  and  un- 
failing. He  wa.s  never  at  a  los.s  to 
poirit  out  the  r)atli  to  pur.sue.  He  was 
an  indefatigable  worker;  a  man  of 
sound  judgment  ;  he  had  the  happy 
faculty  of  associating  with  lilm  those 
well  qualified  to  carry  out  his  policies, 
and  he  was  ever  more  than  generous 
in  his  appreciation  of  the  worth 
their  services. 

He  was  essentially  a  leader — capa- 
ble, efficient,  unflagging  In  effort.  He 
never  avoided  responsibility  nor  hesi- 
tated in  the  performance  of  duty.  He 
was  ever  in  the  front  of  progress,  yet 
he  never  pressed  forward  rashly  In 
fundamental  changes.  He  was  con- 
stant in  effort  to  promote  educational 
progress  along  sane  and  definite  paths. 

His  courtesy  was  unfailing ;  his  con- 
sideration for  others  marked.  Whole- 
souled,  genial,  sympathetic,  he  readily 
made  friends  and  his  honesty  of  pur- 
pose, his  fairness  of  mind,  his  impul- 
sive warm-heartedness,  tempered  by 
sound  judgment,  brought  to  him  in  full 
measure  the  affectionate  respect  of  all 
his  friends— and  they  were  legion.  He 
sought  no  personal  glorification  but 
rather  the  good  of  the  entire  school 
system. 

There  was  a  deep  vein  of  spirituality 
in  his  character  which  guided  and  di- 
rected his  ways.  He  inspired  others 
with   much   of  his   own   high   idealism. 

His  reputation  as  an  educator  was 
far  from  being  confined  to  the  city 
he  served.  His  opinion  and  advice 
were  often  sought  by  educational  au- 
thorities, municipal,  state  and  na- 
tional ;  and  any  expression  of  his  views 
was  received  with  respect  and  large 
consideration. 

He  succeeded  in  enlisting  the  cordial 
and  'whole-hearted  support  of  the  en- 
tire teaching  and  supervising  staff  of 
the  public  schools  of  Boston,  and  en- 
joyed in  full  measure  their  confidence 
and  co-operation.  The  School  Commit- 
tee found  in  liim  a  loyal,  zealous  and 
able  executive  whose  decisions  were 
based  upon  absolute  fairness  and  im- 
personal convictions.  No  emergency 
found  him  at  a  loss  ;  no  question  arose 
to  wliieh  he  could  not  readily  suggest 
the  answer.  He  was  in  very  truth  a 
gallant   and   inspiring   figure. 

The  abruptness  with  which  this  ca- 
reer of  brilliant  achievement  and  great 
future  promise  has  been  brought  to  a 
close  is  shocking,  and  a  sad  reminder 
of  the  uncertainty  of  human  life. 

His  home  life  was  beautiful  and  the 
warmest  sympathy  of  this  Committee 
goes  out  whole-heartedly  to  his  widow 
and  children.  Their  loss  is  irreparable, 
and  yet  we  may  hope  that  as  time  goes 
on  and  softens  the  deep  measure  of 
their  present  grief,  tlie  recollection  of 
his  life  and  virtues  will  bring  to  them 
some   consolation.

PETITION  FOR  ESTABLISHMENT 
OF  KINDERGARTEN  IN  MOZART 
SCHOOL. 

A  communication  was  received  from 
the  Superintendent,  under  date  of  Dec. 
5,  1921,  to  whom  was  referred  at  the 
meeting  held  on  Oct.  31,  1921  (see  p. 
157)  a  petition  from  various  residents 
of  Roslindale  for  the  establishment  of 
a  kindergarten  in  the  Mozart  School, 
Longfellow  District,  reporting  that 
the  petitioners  reauest  the  erection  of 
a  portable  building   for  the  purpose. 

It  Is  pretty  generally  admitted  that 
a  portable  building  is  not  suitable  for 
a  kindergarten  class.  Moreover,  the 
portable  building  situation  in  this  city 


at  the  present  time  is  such  that  it 
seems  to  him  inadvisable  to  recom- 
mend the  establishment  of  an  addi- 
tional kindergarten  when  such  estab- 
lishment would  require  the  erection  or 
transfer  of  a  portable  building  to  pro- 
vide therefor,  even  though  conditions 
in  the  particular  school  or  district  are 
such  that  a  grade  class  may  be  trans- 
ferred to  the  portable  and  the  kinder- 
garten then  housed  in  a  permanent 
structure. 

The  Board  of  Apportionment  is  rec- 
ommending an  appropriation  for  the 
construction  of  a  4-room  building  in 
the  Robert  G  Shaw  District,  which  it 
is  planned  shall  house  a  kindergarten 
and  Grades  I-III.  Land  has  been  se- 
lected at  the  corner  of  Church  and 
South  streets,  and  he  is  hopeful  that 
work  may  now  progress  on  the  build- 
ing in  such  manner  as  will  make  it 
available  for  occupancy  next  Septem- 
ber. 

To  this  new  bviilding  pupils  from  the 
Mozait  School  may  then  be  trans- 
ferred in  such  numbers  as  will  un- 
doubtedljr  leave  a  suitable  room  for  a 
kindergarten  in  the  Mozart  School.

REPORT      ON     SCHOOL      SAVINGS 
SYSTEMS. 

.\  communication  was  received  from 
the  Secretary,  under  date  of  Dec.  Ifi, 
1921,  submitting,  in  accordance  with 
the  provisions  of  section  49  of  the 
rules,  the  accompanying  report  on  the 
school  savings  systems,  which  is  as 
full  and  complete  as  he  has  been  able 
to  make  it.  Similar  reports  in  previ- 
ous years  have  been  made  on  a  com- 
parative basis  and  have  shown  each 
year  the  gains  or  losses  in  the  various 
items  as  compared  with  the  preceding 
year.  It  has  not  been  possible  this 
year  to  make  such  a  comparative  re- 
port, largely  because  of  the  installa- 
tion in  at  least  thirteen  schools  of  the 
Automatic  Receiving  Teller,  a  device 
which  relieves  the  teachers  from  keep- 
ing savings  accounts  in  accordance 
with  the  methods  adopted  in  previous 
years  before  the  installation  of  these 
machines. 

The  figures  contained  in  the  accom- 
panying report  have  been  obtained 
either  from  the  schools  that  have  con- 
tinued 'the  former  accounting  system, 
or  from  the  savings  bank  which  oper- 
ates the  Automatic  Receiving  Teller 
in  certain  schools.  It  does  not  appear, 
however,  to  be  practicable,  as  above 
stated,  to  make  this  year,  or  perhaps 
in  future  years  comparative  state- 
ments corresponding  with  those  here- 
tofore submitted. 

These  reports,  like  the  one  here- 
with submitted,  have  heretofore  been 
made  for  an  annual  period  ending  on 
October  31.  There  seems  to  be  no  par- 
ticular .reason  for  continuing  this 
period  which  seems  to  be  purely  ar- 
Isitrary  and  does  not  correspond  either 
to  the  financial  year  or  the  school 
year;  and  inasmuch  as  this  year  for 
the  first  time  it  is  not  possible  to 
make  a  comparative  report  with  the 
preceding  year,  he  recommends  that 
hereafter  these  reports  be  made  for 
the  school  year  ending  June  30.  This 
appears  to  be  the  somewhat  uniform 
practice  in  other  school  systems  and 
is  the  period  covered  by  the  annual 
report  on  school  savings  systems 
made  by  the  Savings  Bank  Division, 
American    Bankers'    Association. 

He  also  recommends  that  the  form 
of  these  reports  hereafter  correspond 
with  those  compiled  by  the  State  De- 
partment of  Banking  and  Insurance.
